A representative of THE CONSTITUTION called at 
the rooms of the Cincinnati and Georgia railroad 
company yesterday afternoon, and found Colonel 
McCracken, the’superintendent of construction, 
busy witha number Of contractors. As soon as 
he could get a momeut of leisure he said: 

“*T have j ust closed contracts for every foot of the 
Macon extension of our road, aad the contractors 
will get to work immediately and attack the road 
in a dozen places at once. In two weeks the 
whole line from here to Macon will be alive with

CRIME AND CASUALTY, 


The Three Latest Victims to the Gal- 
lows. 

ST. Lovis, July 23.—A Post-Dispatch special 
from Maryville, Missouri, says: Albert P. and 
Charles E. Talbot, who were Gonvicted of mur- 
dering their father, Dr. Perry H. Talbot, on the 
18th of last September, and sentenced to be hang- 
ed June 23th; but respited to July 22d by Gover- 
nor Crittenden, were executed ‘this afternoon in 
the presence of eight oc te.1 thohsand people. Up 
toa late hour last night the brothers were hope- 
ful of another interference by the governor, but 
as Lo favorable tidings came up to midnight, they 
went to bed, after having had a leagthy inter- 
view with their mother, sisters and 
Miss Lewis, the young lady to whom AI\l.- 
bert was engaged to be married; Mrs. Talbot de- 
nounced the governor in strobg terms for not 
commuting the sentence of her boys, and mani- 
fested very bitter feeling. This morning, the 
brothers received the last sacrament of the Cath~ 
olic church from Fathers Anselm and Ignatius, 

two Benedicts from St. Joseph, after which they 

dressed and made other preparations for the fina! 
event. Mrs. Talbot, her daughters and Miss Lowis 
were then admitied to the jail, and an exceed- 
ingly affecting scene toox place, About 120’clock, 
Charies, the younger of the brothers, who is only 
about 17 years old, broke com- 
pletely down, and he cried anG 
begged piteously that something be done for him. 
This unnerved the women, and the scene was 

unendurable. The women were then removed 

from the jail. As Mrs. Talbot reached the door, 

she turned with a shriek and frantically endeav- 

ored to get back to her sons, but was prevented 

by the guards. She was finally led away, cryiog 

outto the crowd, ‘‘I hope you will be satisfied 

when you have killed my boys,’’ The brothers 

were then shackled, putiato an| omnibus with a 

strong guard, and s‘arted for the gallows. At 1:30 
the vehicle, followed by an immense crowd 

of people, reached the scaffuld, which was 
some distance from the jail. The priests began 

prayers, in which the boys joined, After these 
ceremonies farewells were given, their arms and 
legs were pinioned, the black Caps were put on, 
the ropes adjusted, and at precisely 2:17 the sher- 
iff’s son puiled the bolt. Tue trap was sprung 
and the boys dropped to death. They died with- 
out a struggie, or eyen a shudder. As the trap 
opened a great groan went up from the people, 
aud the scene was very solemn and impressive. 

A CRIME COMMITTED THIRTHEN YEARS AGO, 
Sr. Louis, July «3 —A dispatch to the associated 
press from Clinton, Mo., says that John W. Pat. 
terson, who murdered Jameg G. Clark, near 
Leesburg, Henry county, December 1, 1868, was 
hanged there this morning in the presence of 
about 8,0.0 people, who assembled from all the 
surrounding couutry. Patterson was taken 
from jail at 11:15 o’clo¢k, and arrived 
at the gallows, half a mile from town, at 11:30 
Religious services were said by Elder Pierce, the 
prisoner standing with uncovered head. After 
prayer, Patterson, in a very low voice, thanked 
the sheriff and his attorneys for the kindness 
they nad shown. Sheriff Hopkins then read the 


Geath warrant and the prisoner shook hands 
with the sheriff, attorneys, clergy and others. 
His arms were then pinioned and his legs tied, 
Guriog which operation he gazéd out at the great 
crowd before him. The black cap wasthen put 
on, the rope adjusted,and at 11:53 the sheriff. 
with uupraised broadaxin hand, said: “John 
W. Patterson, may the Lord have mere 
upon your soul,”’ and with the last word, 
the rope was cut and the soul of Patterson 
weuthbeoce. In thirteen minntes he was dead 
and in fifieen minutes his body was cut down, 
put ina coffia and buried at the publie expense, 
ue having no friends in this county. His neck 
was broken. After commuttibg the crime for 
which he was executed, and while in confinement 
waiting trial, Patterson broke jail and eluded ar- 
rest for ten years. He was thea found living iu 
Stone county, Llinois taken to 
Henry couuty, Missouri, and under anew indict- 
ment, tried, convicted aud senten to be 
hanged June 18, but the case was taken to the su 
preme court and a stay of execution granted till 
LO Gay.

This 
febrile rise was due to local and temporary ciuses 
other than to any general unfavorable change in 
the president’s condition.

going on at some point comparatively near to the 
external surface of the body has dammed up a 
quantity of pus in the deeper part of the wound, 
and the chill and increase of fever are to be thus 
accounted for.

A PUS CAVITY. 
ip. m.—There has been no recurrence as yet of 
the unfavorable symptoms which manifested 
themee]V¥es in the earlier partofthe day.

10 p.m,.—The explanation given by the attend-

Ex-Senator Coukling bas perfected plans for 
his future movement@iwhich will occuyy his 
time until very late in the year.

be president of the United States. While in the 
south he will visit the International cotton ex- 
position at Atlanta. A gentleman who is well 
informed of the ex-senator’s purposes, says he is 
particularly anxious to strengthen his political 
influence in the southern states, and that he will 
strive to obtain some degree of popuiarity ia 
that section during his tour next fall Heclaims 
that an erroneous idea prevails in the south that 
he holds views prejudicial to its interests. His 
stalwart speeches during the last presidentia) 
campaign tended, it is said, to increase his un- 
popularity in the southern mind. It will be his 
aim, therefore, to demonstrate to the southerners 
that the stalwart policy meant the res- 
toration of southern prosperity and southern in~ 
fluence within the legitimate meaning of those 
terms and that people who have been represent~ 
ing him as hostile to either were animated eitber 
by malice or personal hostility. Some of his 
friends talk quite freely about the ex-senator’s 
purposes, and it is intimated that he is not at all 
adverse to letting the public know that he is not a 
dead cock in the pit by any means,and that he ex 
pects to completely regain all of the influence and 
pres.ige he has lost. 

A DEMOCRATIC ADDRESS. 


The democratic members of the legislature 
through their joint caucus committee have issued 
an acdress to the democratic citizensolf the state 
of New York and to the citizens of the state

The purpose of the act wes to reward 
those who had been persistently successful in 
securing the particular nomination, and to pun-

thiee times elected to the United States senate 
by one party of the state, whose longer service 
he bow refused, and simply ow 
ing to the fact of the nomination to the senate 
of one chief offender who had epposed his com- 
bination and wishes at Chicago and elsewhere 
The useles; resignation of these two men had 
cost the state not only a large amount of money. 
but whatis more valuable, its honor, dignity and 
self r. spect. Two factions kaown by the vulgar but 
expressive names, ‘‘stalways’’ and ‘‘half breeds,’’ 
have governed the senat; assembly, the republi- 
can party and the state through the whole session. 
The people who chos3 the legislature 
of 1881 never contemplated the 
possible result of the resignation of 
the two senators in congress. The state had

Lonpon, Juiy 5.—The Hon. H. V. M 
Miller, who has been in London for some 
days past, and is now visiting Manchester, 
Bradford, Leeds, Liverpool, ete, prior to 
his continental tour, in the interest of your 
forthcoming International cotton expasi 
tion, tells me his exertions are not altogether 
to be expected or marked with thai ‘‘bril 
iant success” he would earnestly desire. 
While there is every wish on the 
partof English manufacturers to participate 
in Atlanta's exposition there are certain 
American barriers that more or less prevent 
the practical expression and carrying out 
this wish. Yet there are evidences that 
these will not be an absolute deterrence, 
and to prove this in a measure Commission- 
er Miller goes on his promoting tour to the 
English provinces, 

The first barrier to the English exhibitor 
at your exp: sition is the customs tariff It 
blocks the results in commercial direct 
trade with the south, however attractive in 
quality and economy the Eagiish exhibits 
may be. An almost prohibition prevails. The 
Haglich manulectarer cannot, readily com 
prehend the wisdom of this excessive tari? 
policy which makes the great southern ag- 
ricultural districts pay for the maintainance 
of a comparatively small northern manu- 
facturing and monopoly locality. ‘The 
slavery of commerce,’ as they call it, is 
thrust upon the people of the south bya 
few industrial autocrats of the north, who 
have legislated for a class interest, and have 
coerced the southern people into consuming 
an inferior and dearer domestic article to 
the exclusion of a superior and cheaper 
foreign one, 

The liberty of trade, as they say, is re- 
stricted, and in some ipstances positively 
denied to a vast population in the south. 
No man is so severely taxed as the south- 
erzer. Standing up in his clothes, from his 
hat to his bots, his under to his outer cloth- 
ing, he is indiectly and directiy taxed 
more than any subject of the empires of 
Europe. He is alsodenied a choice in the 
matter, by the reason of a high protective 
tariff—protecting, forrooth, the few north- 
ern manufacturers at the expense of the 
southern agriculturalists. The English 
manufacturer, therefore, points out how 
severely you are denied the opportunity of 
his sending to you honest wares for an 
honest price. There is no inducement to 
him to supply your markets. There is 
every hindrance in his way fo have direct 
trade with your ports, your cities and 
towns. He is met with prohibitions at 
every point, and the intelligent people of 
the United States bear the brunt of this 
——— a few autocratic manu 
acturipng monopolists erjoy the bene- 
fits of their own class legislation. 
Commissioner Miller will, however. en- 
deavor to obtain an audience with the re- 
spective chambers of commerce in all, and 
other, of the localities of England likely to 
be interested in the Atlanta exposition. 
He will, while exhibiting the evils, in prin- 
ciple, of protective-prohibitory duties, give 
all and every allowance to the protected 
It isa broad and big theme, and not one to 
be reformed by radical remedies but by 
gradual, conservative intelligence an 
statesmanship thought, acting upon a 
people’s true interests. The evidences are 
not yet strongly presented to an agriculta 
ral people of the fostering large care of 
protection in preserving practically the old, 
the wasteful, and the monopolizing ma- 
chinery and methods which support the 
few at the expense of the many. The 
healthy and bracing influences and effects 
of evena moderate and just competition, 
in point of economy and exceilence, are 
kent in camera by certain parochial and 
clasa politiciai s 

The main strength of protectionism lies 
chiefly in the hands of the monopolists, 
whose earnest zeal and boldness hedge 
them around witb courage ard confidence 
in going still farther. The same motives 
are not prevailing with a too willingly taxed 
public. The ignorance of the multitude 
as to the facts and the principles involved 
in a great and growing controversy that this 
subject is creating in England, in France 
and in Germany, just now, is more apparent 
io the United States than elsewhere. Our 
people, and particularly our southern peo 
ple, are too supine on this subject. Venera. 
ble and venal sophisms easily dupe an sgri- 
cultural population educated in the evils of 
manufacturing monopolists. Nothing is so 
strong and so difficult to destroy as an ecu- 
nomical fallacy, and the more so when it is 
pressed with characteristic vigor. 
Protectionists have long purses and 
loud voices, however short their prin- 
ciples and feeble their logic. 

SHIP AND RAILROAD POLICY. 
Another feature Commissioner Miller 
will have to combat is the momentary non- 
-upport «f ertain ship and railroad powers 
nw bo. sides of the Atlantic A public- 
spiritcd ship company, and there are many 
who draw the entire of their finances out of 
the people of the south, would do a wise 
thing by liberally offering every facility to 
European exhibitors at the Atlanta Inter- 
national cotton exposition. It would be 
wise in every sense, and certainly as to 
popularity, ard ultimate “pay,” for “does 
it pay’ and ‘“‘will it pay” are the dual 
crucial questions of all ship owners. 

I am advised that Commissioner Miller 
is now en route to Liverpool to advocate 
this policy and this “‘paying’’ to some ship 
owners. 

Ia the meantime what will your railrcal 
magnates do for Atlanta, the central star of 
the south in diverging lines? I leave to a 
sense of right, as well as interest, their 
reply. Let it be swift, sure and satisfactory, 
for our time issbort, The Turks say ‘‘It is 
a poor dog that will not wag his own tail.’ 
S> with the railway magnates that live ou 
much of Atlanta’s progress, present ard 
prospective. I on hardiy sey the 
short time allotted to m mis- 
sioner Miller is another barrier. 
[berefore he must be met with speedy gen- 
erous aid anda large co-operation on both 
sides of the Atiaatic.

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FRESH FISH 


Served up as the Bases of Severai 
Sensations, 

PHILADELPHIA, July 23.—A numberof capital- 
ists in this city last spring formed a fish preserving 
company, and between April Ist and June 4th, no 
less than 90000 shad were preserved and 
stored away in the warerooms of the company on 
Delaware avenue. The shad were caught at 
Gloucester, brought alive to this city, and alter 


being carefuliy washed, were packed in crushed 
ice, which, by a patent process, was frozen solid 
around them. Each cake is forty-six inches long 
sixteen inches wide, and four ivches thick, and 
contains ten shad. The cakes were then packed 
in patent refrigerators with an average tempera-~ 
ture of twenty degrees above zero, and there they 
remain until sold. 

The fresh shad season closes he e in June, but 
this market was +upplied with shad from the 
Connecticut river until July 1, and itisonly since 
then that the preserved shad have beea <« ffered 
for sale at the rate of $60 per 100. Although the 
majority of the fish had been packed away over 
three months, their scales are as bright, their 
eyes as full, their gilts as full colored, arti 
body as firm asthe day they were taken from 
their native element. 

Prominent restaurant and hotel keepers who 
bave introduced these preserved shad to their 
guests say the freezing process has no effect upon 
the delicious natural flavor of this popular fish. 

The company will freez2 30,000 pounds of biue 
fish, and 10,000 pounds of mackerel this fall. 


POISONED BY THESTING OF A CATFISH, 


CHAITANOOGA, Tenn., July 23.—Jack Clark, a 
negro of this county, while cleaning a catfish a 
few days ago pricked his finger with the fin, in~ 
flicting a slightscratch He thought nothing of 
itunthia few days afterward it commenced to 
swell rapidly, and his arm became inflamed, at- 
tended with the most excruciating pains. Ampu- 
tation in the preseut inflamed condition of his 
arm is impossibie. It is believed by his physicians 
that he will die. 


SHAKING HAND3 WITH A SHARK, 
San Francisco Chronicle, 


Peter Winant, the oysterman, tells a story of a 
mud shark which may explain the accident 
which a bather recently met with at Santa Cruz. 
Mr. Winant wes at his oyster beds, near San Pablo, 
recently, and the tide being unusually low, some 
stingarees were left stranded, Mr inant and 
his brother went out to vem a the stingarees, 
which are the pirates of the oyster beds, 
and while doing so heard their dog bark- 
ing furiously aome distance outin themud. Ono 
watching the dog they saw that he was having a 
lively fight with some kind of a fish that had 
been left in a shallow pool by the receding tide. 
The dog was not a cowardly animal by any 
means, butthe fish was nevertheless too much 
for him. Every time the dog bounded at the fish 
the latter rose to meet nim, aad after several 
mluutos Lad Voouu copoatinv thoo gymuactio per. 
formances the dog seemed satisied and drew off 
to a safe distance. Mr. Winantand his brother 
having on long rubber boots waded out to the 
fish and found thatit was a specimen of what the 
oystermen call the mud shark, n 
squat and vicious fish about three feet long 
and shaped somewhat like a dogfish, but much 
more powerfulandactive. It was the first one Mr. 
Winant had ever seen at such close quarters, and 
he proceeded to poke it fearleasiy with a stick. 
Te moment he touched the shark it bounded out 
of the pool and snapped at the stick. Considering 
the desperate fight which the shark had just con- 
ducted against the dog, who was sitting some dis- 
tance off in a very dilapidated co.dition, its 
activity and ferocity rather sstonished the oyster 
man. Intheattemptto kill the shark, Mr. Wi- 
nant’s brother incautiously placed his right 
haud within aie few feet of the 
fish, which again sprang up and seized him, 
burying its long-teeth in bis flesh and holding on 
with bull dog tenacity Mr. Winant hastily pro 
ceeded to cut the shark’s throat, when the fish 
loosed its hold and seized the oysterman by the 
other hand After a lively tussie the shark was 
killed. Mr. Winant states t he never saw 
such an exhibition of ferocity, aud thinks that 
from the disposition shown by the shark it would 
attack anything that might attract its attention 
in the water. sh seemed to be a veritable 
marine bull dog of the most vicious kind. !

The 
promoters desire m give the exhibition a thor- 
oughly representative character, and with that 
aim they have obtained from the customs de part- 
ment of the United 8 ates: goverpment a couces- 
s.on by which ali foreig. goods will be admit.ed 
to AUlaata, which was made a portof entry y act 
of congress last session, free of duty, unless these 
gooas should subse .ueutly be sold. In addition, 
special facilities are to be affored to foreign ex 
bivitors for the a0 Van tageous dis- 
play, not only ot cotton goods, but of every 
description uf foreign produce, machinery avd 
mantiac ures, aud all the goveruments of Eu 
rope have been invited, through their represent- 
atives at Washington, to appoint commissiovers 
to represent them at the exhibition, the invitee 
tion in each case haying been accepted. The 
m:in object of the exhibition, however, is to 
promote cotion culture and manufacture. Every

Some Iuteresting Chats About the 
Batidings and Exhibits. 
Things are buumming at the ex position. 

A representative of Tax ConstiruTion 
calied at the rooms of the cotton ex position 
yesterday and found that Mr. Kimball was 
sick and corfined to his room. But Mr. 
Small, his efficient and energetic secretary, 
stated ibat tbe rush of exhibitors was larger 
then it bed becp at any time since the 
books were upened He said: 

“Applications are now coming in at from 
six totwenty aday. We have just received 
from Baltimore two applications, and from 
Richmond six, all of them important ap- 
plications, ‘There have already been paid 
entrance fees Up to 1,206, which is the num.

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COTTON PRODUCTION, 


The Farther Nerth it ts Extended the 
Greater the Yield. 

Eprrors Constitution: Inan article yes 
terday in Tux Constitution on ihe cotton 
production of Georgia, it appears to me 
that you overlooked the true reason why 
the average yield per acre in the soutbern 
counties is less thanin the northern: This 


is to be found only in the universal law of 
nature that the further any tropical plant 
can be grown the greater is the yield and 
the finer is prodact. Cotton 
is no exception to this rule. 
Indigenous to the equatorial line 
we find that there it grows through two 
years, attains a greater height, but produces 
only a smal! yaaotity of coarse, sbort lint; 
whereas the largest yield and fineat lint are 
produced in the southern states, which sec- 
tion is the furthest north that the plant bas 
yet been cultivated If we foilow a long- 
itudinal line from Florida to Virginia, 
we find that the yields per acre, in the m&f- 
ferent states are as- follows, in percentages 
of bales: Florida 22; Gedrgia 31; South 
Carolina 38; North Carolina 43; Virginia 45; 
and we if follow aline from the guif to the 
Ohio river, we find that the vield is, in Ala- 
bama 30; Tennessee 45; and Kentacky 51 
On corn this effect of climate is still 
more marked. In Fiorida the yield 
averages only 8 bushels per 
acre; in North Carolina 15; in 
Maryland, 25; in Pennsylvania, 30; New 
York, 35, and on the Canada line 40. The 
effect of the long continued heat of south- 
ern latitudes is to cause vege ation to run to 
wooiand leaf, while the short but intense 
heat of the northern, followed by cvol 
pights, and early frosts, reduces the tenden- 
cy to weed, and forces the energies of the 
plants to the maturity of frait. From this 
cxure tropical plants are steadily reduced in 
size the jurther from the tropics they are 
grown, end this redpction is more than 
counterbalanced by the increase in yield. 
The incriased yield per acre of cotton, 
therefore, in the most northerly section in 
which it is cultivated is not owing to any 
difference in labor, or improved agriculture, 
orany use of fertilizers, but to the ceaseless 
effort of nature to preserve species under 
changed conditions of climate—ar effort 
called acclimatization. A. P. Forp. 


SENATOR HILL’S COMPLAINT: 


A Cancer of the Mouth for which He 
was Suaccessfally Treated 
New York Sun. 

Ina letter tothe Philadelphia Press Dr, 
S D. Gross, of the Jefferson medical college 
hospital, Poiladelphia, thus describes the 
surgical operation performed by Drs. Gro.s 
and Pancoast on Sanator Hill of Georgia: 

In response to yourinquiry I would say that 
Senator B. H. Hill, of Georgia, was most success- 
fully operated upon to-day at 1 o'clock at this 
hospital for epithelioma. This affection, which 
formed inside the mouth, has been in progress 
about eighteen montnds witheut the patient being 
aware of its dangerous character. During the 
operstion, while under the influence of ether, 
the senator lost no biood of any amount, and ex- 
perienced no shock. The patient is doing admi- 
rably well, and the prospects are good for a rapid 
and permaneat recovery. 

Epithelioma, a physician of this city, 
said vesterday, is a technical name for a 
cancer of the epithelium, or mucous mem- 
brane. In the instances where it appears 
in the mouth, it is most frequently touad, 
perhaps, at the janction of the skin and 
mucous membrane. Senator Hill's cancer 
was probab!y in this region, or within the 
lower lip. Excessive smoking, particularly 
of a pipe, sometimes produces epithelioma, 
[t is nots») dangerous in the mouth as in 
some other parts of the body, for 
instance,in the stomach; becaus; it ‘s ac 
céessible to the knife of the surgeon, In the 
process of formation the carcer causes great 
inconvenience, and possibiy los: of sleep 
and appetite. Ifthe cancer it dealt with 
in the early s'aze, and by a competent 
+urgeon, it is possible to eradicate it, and 
Senator Hill may reasonably hope that he 
is permanently cured.
